THE ORIGIN.

from Turkey, were arbitrariiy divided, 
and part of them given over to a 
oke just as hateful as that of the 
osiem had been. For five years they 
fought bitterly against it, while Ser- 
via gave them her entire sympathy 
and euch material aid as her impov- 
erishead condition would t. Not 
even the powerful army of occupation 
that has always been maintai 
there has been strong enough to con- 
trol the sentiment of the people. A 
correspondent traveling through the 
country a few weeks ago found the 
bitterness in no degree abated dur- 
ing the ten years since he had pre- 
viously observed conditions there. 

In securing her hold on Bosnia and 
Hertegovina and the Dalmatian coast 
Austria attained the highly important 
advantage of a foothold on the Adri- 
atic, and at the same time defeated 
Servia’s equal necessity for such an 
outlet. Through all the thirty dave 
years between the Berlin treaty and 
the Balkan war Servia struggied for 
a seaport, and at every turn was 
checkmated by Austria. To the fail- 
ure to gain this end Servia attributes 
her slow commercial development 
and the difficulty of realizing on her 


resources. 
TRADE WARS. 

The so-called “pig wars” and “poul- 
try wars” wore an outgrowth of this 
systematic repression. Servia raised 
large quantities of pigs and fowls of 
a high , and if she could mar- 
ket them readily would find them a 
valuable export. But Austria stead- 
ily maintained ruinoug quarantine 
regulations that prevent the stock be- 
ing tran across der territory 
to market. The result Was that the 
Servian market was glutted with these 
products and the farmers receive no 
pricee at all. Two cents for a chicken 
and ß cents for a ham would rouse 
the fighting blood of any farming 
coramunity. 

During all thig time Austria kept a 
blighting hand on the political life of 
the country. Her influence was appar- 
ent in all the elections and in the 
disturbed relations with Montenegro. 
When Russia also took a hand in Ser- 
vlan affaires as a check to Austria 
the distraught little kingdom could but 
wonder what freedom meant after 
all. Only within the past few years 
has it been able to free itself from 
these various elements, enjoy an in- 
dependent political life, and create a 
friendly understanding with Monte- 
negro. 

HOPES AGAIN DEFFATED. 

When Austria definitely annexed 
Bosnia and Herzegovina Servia saw 
her hopes of their ultimate union 
with her entirely defeated. She pro- 
tested bitterly, and carried her warlike 
preparations to euch a point that her 
army practically confronted that of 
Aubtria on the opposite side of the 
Danube. The interference of Germany 
which held back Russia's hand «x- 
tended to aid the Serbs was all that 
prevented a serious war, Here again 
Servia felt herself outraged and de- 
feated by the united Germanic influ-

The fact that nothing 
has been stfficiently well defined to 
be open to official resentment has not 
rendered the aggregate less exasper- 
ating. Nor have the repeated pro- 
testations of the Servian authorities 
that the plots were sporadic and 
and without the slightest official con- 
nivance served to satisfy her. 

With Servia's war strength esti. 
mated at 300,000 men and Austria’s 
at 2,000,000, there would seem to be 
little doubt of the outcome. But 
there are o many more elements in- 
volved than figures, that they can 
ecarcely be relied on. Austria has 
an army common to both kingdoms, 
while at the same time, Austria and 
Hungary each supports a second line 
and distinct

each other.

ROADS BENEFITED. 


Such advances as are allowed are 
expected to increase the income of 
the railroads about 1% per cent. 
Such principal east and west roads 
as the New York Central, Pennsyl- 
Vania, Erie and Baltimore and Ohio 
will be benefited by the advances to 
the extent that they have lines run- 
ning from the East over in the ter- 
oy into which the advances ap- 
ply. 

Coal, which alone comprises more 
than one-half the total traffic of the 
railroads, will have no advance. 
Neither will coke, brick, tile, clay, 
starch, cement, iron ore and plaster. 
Neither will there be any increase on 
lake and rail rates.

In this connection the com- 
mission calls attention to compila- 
tions prepared by it from the carriers’ 
answers to the commission's tnquiries 
showing the practice of individual 
roads as to: (a) allowance of free 
time for unloading or loading car- 
load freight; (b) collecting and de- 
livering freight; (e) storing freight; 
(d) transporting containers; (e) fur- 
nishing and transporting dunnagce, 
preservatives, ete.; (f) furnishing or 
paying for wharfage and dockage; 
(g) refrigeration service; (h) loading 
and unloading carload freight: (1) 
reconsigning carload freight; and (9) 
other special services.’ The commis- 
sion also refers to ‘independent inves- 
tigation of some of these subjects, 
and particularly of switching, lighter- 
age and storage in New York, Chica- 
go and qther large cities,” the results 
of which will be submitted later for 
the consideration of carriers and 
shippers. 
“The commission recommends that 
the practices of granting free trans- 
portation of passengers and private 
cars should be further restricted by 
the carriers and zus attention to the 
fact that at the average rate per pas- 
senger mile in official classification 
territorv. in 1913, the pas-enger miles 
represented by trip passes alone 
would have yielded in passenger reve- 
nue $18,500,000. 
“The commigsion recommends ‘a 
careful review of methods for in- 
creasing freight car efficiency,’ say- 
ing: ‘taking the average of all roads 
in official classification territory for 
the whole year, the time a car is mov- 
ing in trains probably does not en- 
ceed threo «'ays out of thirty, and the 
car is acer load only two out of 
those three days. Furthermore, the 
cars under load are loaded on an av- 
erage of only about 68 per cent. of 
their capacity. The percentages of 
empty movement and of waste ca- 
pacity in loaded cars have beth 
grown.’ 
The commission suggests ‘that as 
soon as reasonable opportunity offers. 
properties heretofore acquired by the 
carriers which are not used or held 
by them for transportation p 
be sold,’ adding, ‘from compilations 
proposed by the commission of the 
incomplete replies to our questions, it 
appears that the aggregate cost of 
such investments tn official] classifica- 
tion territory. was more than $684,000.. 
000. Included in these are proper 
ties of the aggregate cost of 3183. 
146,659, from which no net income 
whatsoever was received in the year 
1913. These investments by the car- 
riers have, through increasing the 
amount of capital required to be 
raised, imposed in many cases a great 
and unnecessary strain on the 
‘riers’ credit, with the result of an in- 
creased charge on all new capital se- 
cured and sometimes of preventing 
improvements which would have 
yielded transportation economies.’ 
“The commissin also suggests ‘that 
an investigation be made with a view 
to determining to what extent the cost 
of construction or of acquiring prop- 
erties or capital or of operating ts 
being increased by the holding. direc- 
tors, officers or employees of interest 
in the concerns with which the car- 
rier has dealings,” and calls attention 
to the fact that the compilation from 
answers to the commisston’s questions 
on this subject show that ‘a consid- 
erable proportion of the officers and 
directors of railroad companies have 
interests in such concerns, including

Testimony of other executives was 
to the same effect. 

As thé public hearings begun in 
November proceeded, public interest 
became intense. The subject frequent- 
ly was discussed lengthily on the floor 
of both houses of Congress where the 
railroads were alternately assailed and 
defended and whole folios of the Con- 
gressional Record were devoted to 
academic argument and tables of 
statistics on one side or the other. 

Senator Cummins openly charged 
that a publicity campaign was being 
conducted to arouse public sentiment 
in favor of the increase; Senator La 
Foliette charged that there was a 
widespread effort to “intimidate the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
grant the increase,” and declared it 
would cost 


Various attempts were made to rep- 
resent President Wilson as being in 
favor of the increase, but further 
than the statement that the President 
considered the case before a quasi- 
judicial body and for that reason he 
would have no thought of taking part 
in it, no word of the President's atti- 
tude was officially given Mr. Wil- 
son, however, did express the view 
that the cage should be determined 
without an unnecessary delay. 

In order that all shippers might 
have opportunity to be heard whether 
in opposition or in favor of the in- 
crease, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission set aside time extending 
over most of two months, assigning 
days for shippers of various commo- 
dities. The greatest opposition from 
shippers came from those in 
in coal and petroleum. 

Representatives of independent ofl 
refiners testified that the new rates 
asked by the railroads would benefit 
the Standard Ol Company at their 
expense. F. W. Bolts of Cleveland, 
O., representing forty independent 
oll refiners, presented tables which, 
he said, would show discriminations 
against several cities where independ- 
ent refineries were located. He did 
not charge that the new tariffs had 
been framed to benefit the Standard 
Oll Company, but contended that such 
was their effect. He contended that 
the tariffs which the railroads were 
asking the commission to approve, 
instead of authoring 6 per cent. in- 
creases, as publicly stated, contained 
increases of from 2 to 20 per cent. 


INDUSTRIAL CASE. 
At this juncture, the commission 
rendered a derision in the so-called 
industrial railroads case, which was 
generally interpreted as having an im- 
portant bearing on the subject of the 
rate increase. It he'd that the great 
rafiroad systems of the country were 
effectually paying many millions of 
dollars a year to so-called trusts and 
great industrial plants along their 
lines by performing certain free serv- 
ices, such as switching of cars and 
paying so-called allowances to plant 
railroads’ operated by the industria! 
concerns. Such allowances and pref- 
erences were in effect illegal rebates, 
the commission held, and unlawful 
discriminations against smaller con- 
cerns which did not enjoy them. 
Pointing out the connection with the 
advance rate case the commission, 
referring to the railroads said in its 
decision: 
“Before they may fairly ask the 
general public to share further in 
carrying their burdens, it is mani- 
fest that the raliroads must them- 
selves properly conserve their sources 
of revenue by making every service 
performed contribute reasonably to 
their earnings.“ 
The commission announced its in- 
tention of determining at a later time 
what charges for the hitherto free 
services would be reasonable. It was 
estimated that proper charges would 
net the railroads at least $15,000,000 
@ year. 
Mr. Brandeis went into that phase 
of the situation extensively for evi- 
dence to support his contention that 
the railroads could increase their 
revenues without increasing freight 
rates. He estimated that fair 
charges for services performed free 
would net the railroads approximately 
$20,000,000 a year and that efficiencies 
of management would easily swell the 
sum to $50,000,000, the amount the 
railroad managers said they hoped 
raise by the advance. He esti- 
mated that the eastern roads handled 
50,000 cars a year free for large n- 
dustrial concerns; that a so-called 
“trap-car”’ service free for shippers in 
Chicago took up about 60 per cent. 
of certain freight rates. 
Mr. Delano testified that the ques- 
tien of free terminal services was 
one to which shippers and railroads 
alike “would do well to address them- 
selves.”’ Mr. Brandeis introduced 
testimony to show that in some in- 
stances as much as 50 per cent. of 
the railroad revenue from given ship- 
ments was expended for free services, 
Free storage, free warehousing, free 
elevating of grain, free loading and 
unloading of cars, and free termina! 
services were among the practices he 
instanced. 
“This free service cost the Pennsy!- 
vania railroad at Philadelphia, 
through three or four subsidized 
warehouses companies, $282,261 
alone in the year ended June 30, 
1913,“ he told the commission. He 
instanced a shipment of twenty cars 
from Ivorydale, O., to Buffalo, N. V., 
on which he sald 35 per cent. of the 
total revenue was expended for free 
services. He cited other instances 
where he contended the free services 
cost more than the freight charze 
collected. The free-service cost to 
the Erie Railroad at New York Har- 
bor as applied to 18,153 cars, ne said 
he had investigated; amounted tc 824 
a car. He instanced a shipment of 
twenty-five carloads of flour over the 
West Shore Railroad from Buffaio in 
which he said nearly §5 ver cent of 
the gross revenue Was %xpenced in 
terminal charges. He urged that a 
discontinuation of such services and 
a reasonable charge to shippers would 
sufficiently increase the revenue of 
the railroads. 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS. 


In closing up the argument against 
a freight-rate increase, and for such 
conservation of the revenues of the 
raijroads as he had pointed out, Mr. 
Brandeis maintained that it was with- 
out the power of the commission to 
crant the horizontal Increase asked 
for because the law required that 
“carriers must prove not only that 
there is a reason for an increase in 
a pariicular rate, but also must prove 
that the rate so increased will be a 
just and reasonable rate.” 

“How can the revenues apparently 
needed be obtained?” he asked. “Op- 
portunities for obtaining additional 
revenue are such as to show that not 
merely $50,000,000 a year but a sum 
more nearly approaching 100,000, 
000 a year is easily within the grasp 
of the carriers if methods of conserv- 
ing revenues which are being sug- 
gested are adopted.”

KIDLED ON AERIAL TRAM. 


One Man Injured and Three Sus- 
pended in Midair When Cable Is 


Torn from Drum.. 

{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICO, Aug. 1—One man was 
killed, one injured and three others 
suspended in midair, 100 feet above 
the Feather River, late today, when 
the cable propelling an aerial tram 
car between Las Plumas and the 
Great Western Power plant tore loose 
from the drum on which it was be- 
ing wound, 

Harry Cramer was hurled from the 
car to the rocks below and was killed. 
W. C. Rennett, while endeavoring to 
steady the swaying car, had his hand 
caught in a pulley, was jerked from 


rescued an hour later. His arm was 
pulled nearly from its socket, 


After flames had been extinguished 
in a flat house at No. 319 Fast 
Twelfth street early this morning. the 
police began a search for a man whose 
persistent telephone messages after 
the fire led to the belief that he was 
responsible for an attempt to burn 
the place. Kerosene was found on 
floors and furniture in the first-floor 
flat. occupied by a mother and daugh- 
ter, whose names were not known to 
the police. 

When fire broke out tn the place, 
firemen found kerosene on the floor 
and on bedroom furniture on the first- 
floor flat. Detective Zeigler, who was 
detailed on the case? also found a 
watch and other valuables on a bu- 
reau in the room.

Kallman Csaky of Austria-Hungary, 
now a guest of Hotel Virginia, will 
leave Monday tfor Austria to fight 
for his country at the head of his 
regiment in the Royal Hussars. With 
him will go his companion, Aladar 


von Kecsar, a baron of Northern 
Hungary, who is also stopping at the 


hotel. 


Count Csaky and Von Kecsar will 
confer with the Austrian Consul at 
San Francisco regarding transporta- 
tion to Germany, whence they will 
make their way home. They antici- 
vate considerable difficulty in getting 
to Austria because of the stoppage of 
~‘ervice on the German liners to New 
York. But thev are determined to 
vet home at all hazards. 

“My country has been preparing 
for this war for over twenty years,” 
said the Hungarian count, “and she 
will be victor'ous. Germany and 
Austria can defeat the combined 
armies and navies of the rest of the 
world. 

“We are not fighting Servia: we 
are fighting Russia, with its hordes 
of Slavs eager for territory in West- 
ern Europe. The Czar has been 
“cheming for many years to nite the 
Slavonic peoples of that part of the 
world by wiping out Hungary. Servia 
can be compared to a boy with a 
rich parent. He plays heedless 
pranks, mischievously breaks win- 
jows and spends money recklessly, 
* fond papa, Russia, pays for 
it all. 

“It is the old story of religious 
hatred of the Greek Orthodox Cath- 
“ics against the Roman Catholics of 
my country. It will be in a sense a 
religious war. I have no fear of 
he outcome.” 

Baron Kecsar and Count Csaky 
were educated together in a military 
chool in Mahrisch-Welisskirchen, in 
Northern Hungary. They were both 
horn in the town of Kassa, Hungary, 
ind have been touring this country 
together.

a truce of from six to eight weeks 
pending the réturn of Americans to 
their homes.

Halibut Industry May Be 
Injured by Law. 


Fishermen Protest Change in 
Sixth District. 
Also Complain of Wharf 
Operated by City. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Aug. 1. 
— News of the movement to have the 
next session of the Legislature amend 
the fish and game laws 80 as to in- 
clude the Santa Barbara channel with- 
in the boundaries of the Sixth Dis- 
trict, has aroused local fishermen to 
action. They fear that the halibut 
industry will be ruined and several 
hundred men put out of business be- 
cause of the net restrictions in the 
Sixth District. Santa Barbara county 


is now a part of the Fifth District. 
The restriction upon halibut nets 
prevents fishing in this district, and 
practically all the halibut brought to 
this market come fapm the Santa Bar- 
bara channel. News having been re- 
ceived that a new law revising the 
boundaries ils to be prepared by the 
attorney for the State Fish and Game 
Commission, the fishermen will peti- 
tion the Legislature for protective 
measures. 
Halibut and barracuda have been 
scarce for several days, and the price 
paid to fishermen by wholesalers has 
gone up to 8 cents, just double what 
it was the first of the week. Mackerel 
have been brought in in great quan- 
tities, and the price has dropped to 
a cent a pound, with little sale at 
that. Sea bass is very scarce, although 
it was plentiful up to a few days ago.

of the savages of the South Sea 
Islands, Rev. Dr. J. W. Henry, whose 
life work, Uke that of his father and 
grandfather, has been devoted to the 
Christianizing of the cannibalistic and 
other heathen, brings thrilling stories 
of ‘early dave among these peoples. 
He is now in Los Angeles, at No. 123 
North Broadway. 
“Leas than the fig-leaf apron that 
Eve wore,”’ is the characterization 
that Rev. Dr. Henrv gives to the 
Primitive dress of the Marquesans, 
living just 10 degrees below the 
equator on the Marquesas Islands. 
“Modern dress tendencies may de 
moving in that direction.” laughingly | 
remarked the distinguished religious 
veteran, but they'll never get that 
far, nor can they go much farther in 
that direction than at the 
time. 
“These people were the finest ex- 
amples of physical perfection I have 
ever seen,” said Dr. Henry, harking 
back to the Marquesans. “Superbliv 
built, the men wore less than a breech 
cloyt, and in most instances were ab- 
solutely nude, while the women wore 
only a small protecting cloth girded 
about the loins. Rushing out to our 
ship. the men in canoes and the wom- 
en ewimming, the savages boarded our 
vessel. I dem merely a boy, they 
picked me out as a particular obtect 
of distinction. Surroundine me, they 
felt mv arms and legs, prodded me in 
the ribs and chest, and all the time 
smacked their Ups and uttered gut- 
turel approval. 
“Refore anv trouble could start 
they were rushed off the ship and we 
put out to sea. It was strange to see 
the women swimming, but we had 
learned’ that the canoes were ‘taboo’ 
to all women, and for them to step 
yin one meant immediate death. The 
Marquesans at that time were an 
anthropological wonder. Their mar. 
riage relations were very lax, a man 
having any number of wives and 
children, the latter depending most- 
ly on the tribes and not on the parents 
for support. There was no disease 
of any character among them and 
their only besetting sin was eating 
human flesh, a practice which has 
heen entirely abolished since the com- 
ing of Christianity. 
“This introduction-of the white man 
meant also the introduction of se- 
rious diseases, and Ifke all other 
South Sea Islanders the Marquesans 
were more than decimated by them. 
Today the are merely a semblance. 
of the original vigorous, stalwart 
aborigines.” 
Rev. Dr. Henry was not in the 
Marquesas Islands to any extent while 
pursuing his labors, but in the Is- 
land of Tahiti, on which his grand- 
father, William Henry, landed in 1797 


with the first missionaries that ever 
Saw the country, His grandfather, on

ARDON ASKED 
AND OPPOSED. 


PETITION FOR. INDIAN. SLAYER 
SENT TO PRESIDENT. 


Protest Signed by White Men and 
the Better Class of Indians Who 
. Know the Circumstances of Agent 
Stanley’s Murder Also Going to 
Washington, 


— — 


A petition directed to the President 
for the executive pardon of Ambrosia 
Apapas, who, with Cornelio Lugo, 
Pablino Lubo, Francisco Lubo and 
Leunicio Lugo, were convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree for the kill- 
ing of Indian Superintendent Will H. 
Stanley March 21, last year, has 
aroused the friends of the dead In- 
dian agent and others who know the 
circumstances, and a counter-petition 
signed by,every white man on or in 
the vicinity of the Soboba Indlan 
Reservation and a great many of the 
better class of Indians, wfll be im- 
mediately sent to Washington. 

The murder of Supt. Stanley May 
1, 1912, was the culmination of a long- 
standing trouble between a faction of 
the Indians on the reservation and 
the superintendent, and he was shot 
down in cold blood in the council 
house when trying to bring about 
peace, The arch conspirator of the 
convicted men, and the one who the 
testimony indicated was the cause of 
all the trouble, was Leonicio Lugo. 

He arranged for the meeting that 
culminated in the shooting of Stan- 
ley; he is the man that kept the hos- 
tile faction at war with the repre- 
sentatives of the government that. 
previous to the death of Stanley had 
resulted in driving away one of the 
previous superintendents. Stanley 
was unarmed when shot by Apapas, 
who followed him into the school- 
house from the yard outside. 

The tragedy occurred following a 
meeting of Indians at the house of 
one of their number, where they en- 
gaged in dancing in commemoration 
of the dead. The Indians were sen- 
tenced to ten years at McNeil’s Is- 
land, and the friends of Stanley and 
those familiar with his cold-blooded. 
murder do not think that sixteen 
months’ imprisonment is for 
such a crime.

FLAMES SWEEP 
COUNTRYSIDE. 


Wildfire in Grain Started by 
Cigarette. 
Fighters Are Overcome by 
Dense Smoke. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Loss in 


Property. 


Fire started by a cigarette thrown 
by a careless hunter yesterday morn- 
ing destroyed a bungalow, ten shacks, 
seven square miles of grain and brush 
on Mt. Washington and in Eagle Rock 
Valley. The fire was still burning 
flercely last night. 

No loss of life resulted, although 
several firemen and volunteer fire 
fighters were slightly burned or over- 
come by the dense smoke, Several re- 
quired the attention of physicians. 
The property loss will total about 
$10,000. Three haystacks valued at 
$500 were destroyed. It is estimated 
that 10,000 jack rabbits were burned 
to death or captured by hundreds of 
men and boys who stood on the edges 
and shot or stoned the rabbits to 
death. The season for jack rabbits 
and cottontails opened yesterday. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock Battalion 
Chief Casey and Capt. Hensley of the 
East Side Police Station received re- 
ports of the fire. Chief Casey or- 
dered Hose Company No. 1, Engine 
Company No. 12 and the Highland 
Park Company to the scene and 
whizzed to the top of Mt. Washing- 
ton in his runabout. 

The Chief found hundreds of men 
and boys on the job th wet bags 
and blankets, but their efforts had 
apparently counted for naught, as the 
fire was raging all about the moun- 
tain, with the exception of a small 
area on the southern slope, which 
burned over three weeks ago. 


FLAMES SPREAD. 


Capt. Hensley and twenty  police- 
men arrived a few minutes later. The 
firemen and policemen, with the as- 
sistance of the volunteer fighters, 
battled the flerce flames for several 
hours, but steadily retreated before 
the intense heat and blinding smoke. 
A strong northeast wind made it es- 
pecially difficult for the fire fighters. 

The four hydrants on the top of 
Mt. Washington were of no avail. 
Several of the beautiful residences on 
the picturesque mountain peak were 
in danger for a short time, but the 
firebreaks recently built by rangers 
and private employees effectualiv 


the flames before they 
reached the residential section. The 
fire fighters were assisted by pretty 


* 
women residents who furnished them 
with sacks and other fire fighting ma- 
terial. A woman, apparently fright- 
ened by the crackling of the flames 
and the suffocating smoke, got out 

n hose and turned it on the 
side of the mountain. Fortunately 
the fire did not quite reach that spot. 

The fire was discovered by a young 
lad near Aldama street in the. Eagle 
Rock Valley, just at the edge of the 
Los Angeles city limits. He said a 
hunter had just passed through the 
field in which he first saw the flames.

UNFAIR TO VOTERS. ;

Motorcycle in Practical Use. 

[Tit Hits:] A farmer at Bantnall, 
Salop, Was fixed his motorcycle on a 
stand against the wall of the farm 
buildings, and it drives a chaff cutter 
and turhip cutter dt the same time.

The cradle of this imperial line is in 
Switzerland. The beginnings of the Haps- 
burgs were small. The family took its name 
from a castle, romantically perched like 
the nest of a hawk above the River Aar. 
The ruins of it exist today, despite the 
fact that it was built in 1027, and although 
Offers have been made to buy it and re 
store it to the Hapsburgs, the Swiss have 
always refused to part with it. 


The first Hapsburgs were simple German 
counts with domains in Switzerland and in 
Alsace and Lorraine occupied by far from 
peaceable tenants. The famous “Hapsburg 
lip” was brought into the family when one 
of the counts, Ernest, known as the “Man 
of Iron,” married a Polish noblewoman, 
daughter of the Duke of;Mazovia. She was 
mother of the Emperor Frederick ITI and 
grandmother to Maximilian and she be- 
queathed the Hapsburg lip to her descend- 
ants. It was in Frederick's time that Slav, 
Magyar and German were first drawn to- 
gether to resist the assaults of the Turk. 

Maximilian may be said to be the real 
founder of the present Austria-Hungary em- 
pire and he accomplished this by the mar- 
riage route. He arranged the marriages 
of his grandson and granddaughter, which 
eventually led to the reuniting of the crowns 
of Hungary and Bohemia under the Haps- 
burgs. From that time the history of the 
House of Austria, or the Hapsburgs, is in- 
timately linked with that of Hungary. Bohe- 
mia and the old and new German empires. 

The subjects of the Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph are various in race. Roughly they may 
be divided into Germans, Slavs and Mas- 
yars. There is also a population using the 
Latin tongue and claiming descent from 
the Romans.

EROPLANES IN WAR. 

Little Servia may introduce some un- 
expected and interesting features into the 
war that Austria-Hungary has forced upon 
her. It is less than 200 miles as the crow 
flies from the interior of Servia to the 
great Austro-Hungarian. city of Budapest, 
with its 732,000 inhabitants. An aeroplane 
that could carry dynamite, two or three 
aviators, with bombs enough to destroy 
the city in ten minutes might be sent up 
from Servian soil after dusk and at mid- 
night be over Budapest. It could, guidea 
by lights of the city, hover over it, itself 
unobserved; it could descend to within a 
few hundred feet, drop its fearful cargo 
of explosives, and then ascend and ny 
back to Servia before daylight. Vienna 
itself might be reached and destroyed by 
another airship. Austria could not retort 
in kind, for there are no large cities in 
Servia. Of course the aviators would take 
some chances, but no greater than is taken 
by soldiers who often volunteer for a for- 
lorn hope, or by those who charge a bat- 
tery or march up against the guns of a 
fortress. 

The perfecting of aeroplanes and of ex- 
plosives makes a small power the equal 
of a great one. When it shall be practically 
demonstrated that two or three men can, 
ir, a few minutes, destroy a city or an army, 
war, as it is now conducted, must come to 
an end. 5 


IMBER LAND MONOPOLY. 
Commissioner Davies reports that two 
men hold 49 per cent. of the timbered lands 
in Southwestern Washington, that five men 
hold 36 per cent. in Western Oregon, six 
have 70 per cent. in Northeastern Califor- 
nia, ten have more than half in the red- 
wood area, and in North Central Idaho four 
holders have 50 per cent. 
This timber land monopoly is not con- 
fined to the Pacific Coast. In the upper 
peninsula of Michigan 45 per cent. of the 
land is held by thirty-two owners. In For- 
ida fifty-two holders own one-third of the 
land in the entire State. Taking the nation 
at large 1694 holders own 105,000,000 acres, 
or an average of 6230 acres each—an area 
greater than the entire State of California, 
two and one-half times the land area of the 
six New England States, and four-fifths the 
size of France. 
The report of the commissioner says: 
“Lavish land grants and loose, ill-en- 
forced land laws are the historical back- 
fround of the concentration of land and 
timber ownership. A study of the pres- 
ent ownership of 7,370,000 acres of rail- 
road, wagon road and canal grant lands, 
covering most of the granted lands in 
the map area and a little elsewhere, 
shows that of these particular lands, 
granted long ago to single corporations 
apparently with the idea that they 
would be quickly sold to settlers, only 
15 per cent. are now distributed in 
small holdings.

This giant-virgin puts one of her feet 
on the Bosphorus and the other on the 
Adriatic; she unites into one nation all 
the Slavonic races; Serbians, and Rus- 
sians, and Poles, and all those who 
dwell on the banks of the Elbe, of the 
Weser, and of the Rhine. This nation 
inhabits an empire vaster than any 
other empire—and its boundaries ex- 
tend from Mount Athos to Terglon, 
from Servia to Breslau, from the land 
of the Cossacks to Ragusa, and from 
Kamtshatka to Japan. All this is the 
land of the Slavs. Slavism is discharg- 
ing its roaring waves like a deluge.” 
Now making all allowances for poetic 
fervor and for the divine affiatus, this 
is an extensive programme. But it 
fires the heart of the Slav, who is 
rather apt to think in poetry, a repre- 
hensible proceeding by Western stand- 
ards, but it is just as well to beware 
of people who think in poetry. They 
are apt to fight rather strenuously. 
Danilevsky in his “Europe and Rus- 
sia” gives us another glimpse of Slav 
ambitions. He says: “The European 
nations have either fulfilled or failed 
in their missions. Either they are in 
a state of stagnation or of rapid 
decay. Only Russia is young. fresh 
and vigoro d she has still the 
divine and histor mission not only 
to occidentalize the Orient, but to 
cure and save old Europe by breath- 
ing into this old blase the healthy 
Spirit of the Slav. There is no gen- 
efal progress of humanity; there are 
only local civilizations, which begin, 
exist, and disappear. All the acquisi- 
tions of European culture, accumu- 
lated for centuries, ought now to be 
yed; they must disappear from 
the face of the earth and be replaced 
by a system reigning at Archangel, 
Vladivostok and Sebastopol. A tor- 
rent of destruction will soon sweep 
over the Germano-Latin and Ro- 
mance lands, and above the waters 
of the general flood only the lofty 
summit of the Kremlin will tower 
majestically. Societies which are old 
and have lived—which have fulfilled 
their historical mission—must leave 
the arena of the world, be they situ- 
ated in the Orient or in the Occi- 
dent. Everything that lives, individual, 
special or biological type, possesses 
nothing but a certain amount of life. 


Once more, this is an ambitious 
programme. but he would indeed be 
rash who should deny the possibility 
of its fulfillment.

“Every element which enters into 
the composition of minerals probably 
occurs in California,” says Bulletin 
No. 67, “Minerals in California.“ just 
issued by the State Mining Bureau, 
in speaking of the mineral resources 
of California. “It is true that séveral 
rare elements, like cassium gallium, 
indium and some members of the 
eerium yttrium and radium groups, 
have never been detected, but min- 
erals occur in which these elements 
are usually found, so their presence 
may vet be revealed when more ex- 
tensive chemical and spectroscopical 
analysis of the minerals and rocks 
have been made. ee 
“California is ideal in having passed 
through all those stages of geologic 
development which govern the forma- 
tion of the various species or classes 
of minerals of igneous, metamorphic 
and sedimentary genesis, and in pos- 
sessing the climatic conditions essen- 
tial to the formation and preservation 
of unusual mineral species.“ 

The bulletin gives a concise and 
thorough treatment of the miher- 
alogical resources of the State in its 
200-0dd pages, of particular interest 
to the technical student.

Against Five Companies Alleging 
Patent | 


Infringement. 
The complaints involving alleged 
violation: of the Edison patents, cov- 
ering useful improvements in the 


kinetoscope, used in making motion 
pictures, that have been instituted all 
over the country, took on a local 
flavor yesterday, when Miller & White, 
San Francisco patent attorneys, filed 
five bills in the United States District 
Court, charging violation of the p@tent 
law upon as many “movie” concerns, 
The orator in the litigation is the 
Motion Picture Patent Company, own- 
ers, it is alleged, of the Edison patent 
granted August 31, 1891, and the de- 
fendants are: Bosworth Incorporated, 
Oz Film Manufacturing Company, 
Nash Motion Picture Company, Albu- 
querque Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany and the St. Louls Motion Pic- 
ture Company. The bills & complaint 
are identical in each case. 

The bill recites the invention first 
by Thomas A. Edison, and the suc- 
cessful result of litigation im the vari- 
ous courts of the country, in which 
his rights have been established, the 
last action being when the Supreme 
Court of the United States refused a 
writ of certiorari, for which one of 
the concerns sued for alleged infringe- 
ment »rayed.

of a New York court in the-case of 
a Christian Science practitioner. But 
now that the opinions of the judges 
have been read in full, I trust you will 
make room for a brief comment. 

The several opinions ‘n this 
consume thirty-nine sheets of 
writing, but the gist of the whole de- 
cision can be put in a few words. Al- 
though the present decision is not 
final, the majority of the judges have 
ruled to the following effect: It is 
allowable to practice religious tenets 
which include healing, unless the 
practitioner provides an office or 
place for the work and rectives pay- 
ment from those who offer it. If he 
does this, he must have a license to 
practice medicine. 

It is to be observed, therefore, that 
this judgment rests wholly upon the 
all a impropriety of receiving com- 
pe tion for a service rendered. On 
the other hand, the former chief 
judge of the highest court in New 
York (Edgar Montgomery Cullen) re- 
cently said in a public address: “In 
all C churches prayers are of- 
fered for the recovery of the sick, and 
all decent Ch Friends possibly 
excepted, believe in supporting their 
clergymen.

Results of San Fernando 
Valley Voyage.

This is a truthful account of a 
memorable trip of the discoveries made 
and the vast quantity of good things 
picked up cheaply on 4 short expe- 
dition into the country immediately 


of the automobile along the country 
highways is rapidly building up new 
industries, enabling the ranchman to 
become his own salesman and to dis- 


dogs of noble lineage we managed to 
leave behind us, for as a matter of 
fact’ we were by this time loaded 
down to the gunwale, and running 
over, and liable to founder at any 
moment, with the load we had aboard, 
which brought us down well below 
the Plimsol line. 

With fruits and produce coming in 
the year through, the chuntry around 
Los Angeles offers splendid foraging 
ground for those who are in the 
habit of using their machines for 
pleasure rides, bringing us the closer 
to the producer and assuring the

The open-air, palm-covered booth, 
Iving in the shade of evergreen trees. 
beside the roadway, with displays of 
ripe, fresh, home-grown fruit for sale, 
is essentially Californian, and abounds

pose to good advantage—both to him- 
self and to the purchaser—of much 
that is grown and produced on his 
land. The scores of picturesque road- 
side booths in which the growers 
make their displays, the great variety 
of products advertised for sale on 
the hundreds of blackboards and 
signs in sight of the passers-by along 
the highway, demonstrate the wonder- 
ful range of fruits and crops grown 
in the country surrounding Los An- 
geles, and the inherent possibilities 
which lie ready to hand in the thou- 
sands of fertile acres throughout the 
great San Fernando Valley and the 
rich mesa and valley lands through- 
out Southern California. 

We started out four strong—the 


little mother and the little pudding 
—anugly packed in a roomy run- 
about, sped up the quiet city street 


our voyage of discovery. Hollywood 
Was soon left behind and we rapidly 
climbed over the Cahuenga Pass, 
83 into the San Fernando Val- 

*. 
As we entered Lankershim the first 
“for sale“ sign was noted, advertising 
peaches and other fruits, the well 
on either side of the 
road showing the qualify of the fruit 
to be obtained there. This was soon 
left behind us and we sped out along 
the megnificént Sherman way as far 
as Van Nuys, by heavily-laden 
orchards and growing crops of al! 
kinds and descriptions; then back 
again through Lankershim and on te 
San Fernando, the old mission town 
across the valley. 


DIRECT BUYING. 
Here and there we stopped along 


not right off the trees themselves, at 
least from the ranch where grown. 
Slipping through San Fernando, a 
thriving, go-ahead typical Southern 
falifornia small town, we headed for 
the mission, finding a cool spot un- 
der the trees of the old olive orchard 
with plenty of the coolest of artesian 
water at hand for man and machine. 

The thriftiest of young lemon trees 
climbed the_gentle slope to the very 
doors of the old miasion itself, while 
lookine through the branches of the 
olive trees, loaded with the coming 
crop. were to be had magnificent 
vistas across hundreds of acres of 
flourishing orange and lemon trees 
stretching to the low foothills. Here 
we unpacked our picnic lunch, and 
took first inventory of our “spotis,” 
to find the freshest and _ ripest of 
Peaches, apricots. plums, oranges, 
lemons and grape fruit, new potatoes. 
sweet potatoes and eggs—the latter 
not ripe.“ but temptingty fresh. 

We were loth to leave our shady re- 
treat, but the start was made and 
once more we headed for Los An- 
geles, straight down the old San Fer- 
nando road. At Burbank a pic- 
turesque booth, between two noble 
Italian cypress trees, caught our eves, 
for arross the top of the little shelter 
was a sign—‘‘Everything 1 sell 
grow here’-—and we stopped to take 
on more cargo. Here we found an old 
settler, W. B. Thorpe, who had lived 
here for twenty-one vears. From his 
ranch we added peaches, green gage 
plums, nectarines, apples, cucumbers, 
sweet corn and new potatoes, but 
could find no room to stow away any 
of the fifty varieties of rose bushes or 
other plants which a blackboard noted 
for sale. With sales which had 
reached as much as $18 in a single 
day. and many days of $15 or more, 
the owner of the neat, well-culttvated. 
well-cared-for little ranch. was, in- 
deed. making the most of his land. 
Waving good luck, and with added 
shrill good-bys from little pudding, 
we meandered on through Glendale 
and Eagle Rock to Pasadena back to 
Los Angeles once again. passing many 
signs and making sundry stops. 

FINE ASSORTMENT. 


When we reached home we had 
with us peaches and apricots, plums, 
apples, berries, a large ripe water 
melon, cantaloupes, oranges, lemons, 
grape fruit, new potatoes, green corn, 
cucumbers, lettuce, sweet potatoes, 
onions and tomatoes. Honev we found 
at a stand within halling distance of 
the apiary, surely a guarantee of its 
purity and exrellence. The head of 
the house had found broilers, squabs 
and real American eggs, all of a 
freshness and excellence to suit her 
fancy: while little mother was the 
proud owner of a pair of canaries, 
and little pudding held in his chubby 
arms a Persian kitten of undoubted 
pedigree—both, strange to say, raised 


head of the family, the mere man, the 7 matoes which we have brought home 


— 


particularly in the country surround- 
ing Los Angeles. 

There is a fascination in foraging 
the country which is hard to describe. 
It leads one into pathways new, into 
out-of-the-way corners, teaching the 
foragers to know more of their own 
country—much which speeding from 
point to point can never show. Start- 
ing out with open mind—and for- 
sooth, open purde—taking stock of 
one’s spoils when safely home again, 
is just as fascinating as taking stock 
of curios and mementoes picked up 
during a vacation in Europe, the 
Eastern States or other foreign parts. 
The other day we had our new po- 
tatoes dug for us while we waited, 
and saw our green corn picked. And 
so with much of the lettuce and to- 


with us. 
Here is a new-born industry for 
the ranchman, a new occupation for 
the automobilist. As it develops, it 
is bound to have its effect upon the 
cost of living, upon the distribution 
of much perishable food and to bulla 
up, where followed to its logical con- 
clusion, regular custom for the 
ranchman among those who may buy 
from him as they pass by—regular 
customers to whom he will deliver his 
products week in and week out, sum - 
mer and winter. An afternoon forag- 
ing expedition is more fun and fur- 
nishes more excitement than a big 
downtown sale. Business can be 
mixed with pleasure in obtaining 
fresh fruits and farm produce at first 
hand—and at first cost. 
The rapidity with which the road- 
side booth and the for-sale sign along 
the highways are increasing in num- 
ber clearly demonstrates the extent to 
which the back-to-the-land movement 
can be aided, for while we may yet 
live in the city, we can—if the city 
be Los Angeles—obtain many of our 
supplies direct from the rancher him- 
self by availing ourselves of such for- 
aging expeditions.

HERE is a practical way to 
relieve the financial stringency 
in the country and that is to dig 
more gold out of the ground,” de- 
clared Frank Fielding, well-known 
mining expert, yesterday. “This is ex- 
actly what is happening. 

“Now chat the banks have the 
money bottled up the owners of gold 
mines have started in to obtain 


new supply. I have just returned from 
@ tour of the mining districts of the 
West and find that fifty gold mines 


have been opened in Nevada in he 


last four inonths. A number of gold 
mines have been reopened in Call- 
fornia and Arizona in the same pe- 
riod. The beneficial results of this 
aoe activity are now becoming mani- 
est. 

Mr. Fielding was chief chemist and 
metallurgist for the Bonanza group 
of gold mines in Virginia City, Nev., 
for thirty-one years, during which 
time his friends declare he saw more 
gold than any other man, excepting 
only employees of government mints. 

During Mr. Fielding’s long term of 
service with the “Bonanza Kings -. 
W. Mackay, James G. Fair. J. C. 
Flood and William S. O'Brien and 
their successors—he handled $324,- 
987.000 in gold bullion, on which divi- 
dends amounting to $85,000,000 were 
paid to stockholders. 

Mr. Fielding’s department had 
charge of the precious ore from twelve 
mines on the famous Comstock lode 
and operated seventeen stamp mills. 
An average of 2500 men were em- 
ployed underground.

work,” Mr. Fielding continued. “Wel 


weighed gold by the ton and shoveled 
gold nuggets like men handle coal.” 
In 1887 D. O. Mills, the capitalist, 
brought Mr. Fielding to California to 
make a report on the marble quar- 
ries in Inyo county, at the north end 
of Owens Lake. He reported favor- 
ably on the marble and it was used 
in constructing the Mills building in 
San Francisco. The marble was taken 


4 from the mines to Reno, where it was 


sawed into “lumber” and then chipped 
to San Francisco. 

Mr. Fielding is a native of Lan- 
easter, O. He went to Marysville, this 
State, with his parents in 1858. From 
1860 to 1867 he was a student in 
Oakland College, the forerunner of 
the Univeraity of California. Some of 
his clasemates who afterward 
achieved fame were John Hays Ham- 
mond, Gov. Budd, Lieut.-Gov. Red- 
ding and Gardner F. Williams, super- 
intendent of the Kimberly diamond 
mines for thirty years and at pres- 
ent professor of mining engineering 
at Columbia College, New York. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fielding came to Los 
Angeles in 1905, after he had re- 
signed his position at Virginia City. 
They live at No. 108 North Grand av- 
enue. Their son, Frank Fielding, Jr., 
is credit man for the Riverside Port- 
land. Cement Company. 

The expert was connected with the 
University of Nevada long enough to 
earn the title of professor. When the 
institution was opened in 1886 he was 
elected professor of mining and met- 
allurgy, but did not give up his work 
at the mines to accept the honor. He 
drew two months’ pay from the uni- 
versity——-$500—-and gave it to the stu-

waste. It was on that journey that 
city lots, most of them nearly a halt 
acre in dimension, were — my 
father, Gallant Duncan Dickinson, for 
$15 a piece. It was less than ten 
years later that these lots sold for 
thousands of dollars, so swift was the 
flight of San Francisco from obscurity 
to one of the world’s mighty centers. 

“I was born near Independence, 
Jackson county, Mo., sad this 
charming lady, settling back com- 
fortably into her chair and looking 
softiy out of deep, clear brown eyes 
as though she were sweeping away 
the clouds of time and getting right 
back to those thrilling days nearly 
seventy years removed from the pres- 
ent. “My father, whom I rejoice to 
say, is loved and honored in his Cal- 
ifornia home as he was in the old 
home of Tennessee and later of Mis- 
souri, was a born roamer. He was 


to Murfreesboro, Tenn., where he had 
been born, and here he married my 
mother, who was Isa McCreary, 
also of Murfreesboro. But he chafed 
at the confines of the South in those 
days and he was always looking to- 
wards the West and relating the bet- 
ter oppertunities to be found there. 
So when three of my brothers and one 
sister had arrived and he found more 
need of larger effort, he persuaded my 
mother to journey northward to Mis- 
souri. He remained at Independence 
only a few years. It was the creative;

Forty wagons started out from In- 
dependence, but soon the necessity of 
dividing such a foree became evident. 
Not enough forage could be procured 
tor the stock, and there were man 
ohvious reasons for dividing into 
smaller parties. My father took the 
direction of his party, and we all safe- 
ly reached our haven. 

“We traveled with oxen for the 
last four months of the journey. The 
impossibility of shoeing horses and 
their ‘ack of endurance made my

Since all the 
old history has been so carefully got- 
ten together to celebrate the Panama 
Exposition, a claimant for being the 
first child born in Stockton has come 
up against my niece, Mrs. Hill. I re- 
call an infant, but our traditions were 
that it had been born elsewhere and 
brought to Stockton when very young.

Is it possible to reduce the cost o 
growing a box of oranges, reduce it 
sufficiently to have bearing on the 
marketing of the increasing quanti 
of fruit shipped out of the State 
year?

William Dressler. 

William Dressler, one of the oldest 
and best-known musicians of Amer- 
ica, has just passed away in New York 
at the ripe age of 88. Although most 
of his life was spent in this coun- 
try, he was a native of England and 
was born at Nottingham, his father 
having been at one time court flutist 
to the King of Saxony. 

Graduating from the Cologne Con- 
servatory in 1847, Prof. Dressler was 
for a time first violinist of the opera- 
house in Wiesbaden, later becoming 
conductor. 

When Ole Bull came to America in 
the early fifties he came with him as 
solo pianist and accompanist, after a 
few years of concert work settling in 
New York and devoting himseif to 
teaching. For many years he was one 
of the most famous church organists 
of New York, finally taking the posi- 
tion of choirmaster and organist at 
St. Peters Church in Jersey City, 
where he remained for eighteen years. 

During his long connection with 
houses of worship he composed much 
music of an ecclesiastical character, 
his name and productions being fa- 
miliar to church organists throughout 
the world. He was also well known 
as a musical editor, having for many 

years been connected in that capacity 
with William Hall & Son and J. L. 
Peters, two of the oldest houses of 
the kind in Americe 

Prof. Dressier’s three children are 
all musicians, Miss Marie Dressier, his 
daughter, being a noted ‘cellist, while 
his son, Louis Dressler, follows in the 
footsteps of hie father and is organ- 
ist and director at All Soul's Unitarian 
Church in New York, an has been 
connected for many years with 
Charles H. Ditson & Oo., the well- 
known music firm.

American Tenor at Rome. 

One of the most distinct successes 
won by an American singer in the 
operatic field was achieved by For- 
rest Robert Lamont in Rome, Italy, 
two weeks ago. Mr. Lamont ap- 
peared at the Adriano in the title role 
of Donizetti's little-sung opera Po- 
and was received with acclaim 
by his audience, which called him out 
repeatedly and made him repeat his 
aria in the second act. 

It was the first presentation of this 
opera in Rome since 1902, when the 
famous Tamagno sang the title role, 
with Mascagni conducting. The tenor 
part, one of exceeding difficulty, has 
been a stumbling block for the gen- 
erality of tenors, and it is all the more 
remarkable that Mr. Lamont mastered 
it as he did, his robust voice, which

Immediately after his success in this 
part he was engaged for four appear- 
ances as Manrico in Verdi's ‘“Trova- 
tore,” beginning June 11. When it is 
remembered that Mr. Lamont has 
been in Italy scarcely a year, having 
arrived the middle of last June, it will 
be seen that he has gone far by seri- 
ous cultivation of his talent and hard 
work. He is a product of American 
training, his entire vocal instruction 
having been gained from Alfred Y. 
Cornell, the New York vocal instruc- 
tor, with whom he worked for a num- 
ber of years before going to Italy.

IVB hundred Los Angeles peo-

IN THE SAME PLACE. 


HE two great Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park hold-ups—twat last 

Wednesday and that of August 
24, 1908—were in the same place, 
Spring Creek Canyon, a natura] box 
trap in which the advantage is entire- 
ly with the desperadoes. In this 
beautiful spot, only six miles from 
Ola Faithful Geyser, two bandits the 
past week stopped twenty-five coach- 
loads of tseers at the muszles of 
loaded rifies and robbed 145 passen- 
gers, of thousands of dollars.

F THE six great powers involved 
Qin the present strife, France has 

had twenty-five wars, winning 
twelve and losing thirteen. England 
and Germany each have had ten wars, 
winning eight and losing two each. 
Austria ,with fifteen wars, lost ten and 
won five, while Russia lost her four 
wars. Italy won three and lost five 
of her eight wars. 

MacLaren, authority on war, as- 
serts that the loss of [Ife in battle 
since authentic history began 
amounts to 1,400,000,000, or the 
entire population of the globe for 
the last 330 years. From 1683 until 
1815 the Old World saw sixty-five 
years of solid warfare, which cost the 


people $5,945,000,000, not counting a 
debt of $4,000,000,000. Since then the 
cost of supporting vast armies and 
navies in time of peace as well as 


war, has been enormous.

The total losses of the allies in the 
Crimean War was 252,600, and of 
Russia, 256,000; the cost to England 
was $346,000,000, to France, 3466, 
000,000, and to Russia, $710,000.000. 
In the Franco-German War 28,000

wounded; 156,000 French soldiers 
were killed, 143,000 wounded and 
720,000 surrendered to the Germans 
or to neutral states.

‘Boston is the 
great center of the world’s shoe in- 
dustry and has shipped nearly 3,000,- 
000,000 pairs of shoes in the last 
forty The whole world is fa- 
miliar with the names of three of 
the great shoe-producing cities of 
Massachusetts—Lynn, with an output 
of $50,000,000 per year, Brockton with 
$53,000,000 per year, and Haverhill 
with $27,000,000 per year. Here, 
then, are three cities. whose average 


imcome from one manufacturing in- 


dustry alone brings in a tide of gold 


comparable to the entire orange crop 
of Southern California. These cities 
not only receive millions of money, 
but they get priceless advertising. in 
every corner of the world where shoes 
are worn. More than all this, they 
possess the pay rolls that give susten- 
ance. to their people and that real 
solidity upon which every truly pros- 


perous city must be based. 

The shoe factory has invaded the 
South, it has prospered in the Middie 
West and the Pacific Coast now of- 
fers it splendid certainties for profit 
and success. 

ALL THE REQUISITES. 

Los Angeles has all the requisites 
for the successful manufacture of 
shoes. It has the cheap power afford- 
ed by oil, natural gas and electricity. 
Mechanics in this line have been and 
are coming into this territory daily 
and are obliged to resort to other 
means for a livelihood for the reason 
that the shoe industry is not repre- 
sented here. We have here a climate 
which adds so much efficiency to la- 
bor that we should have no trouble in 
competing with other cities from a 
labor standpoint. 

Ever since the days of 35, as de- 
scribed by Dana in his book, Two 
Before the Mast,.“ Southern 
California has been supplying hides 
to the world’s great leather markets. 
It is estimated that Los Angeles alone 
ships 35,000 hides per month to the 
tanneries of other cities to be made 
into leather and the leather to be 
shipped back here, largely in the 
form of shoes. In addition to the 
quantity shipped from this city, there 
must be as much more shipped from 
other cities in Southern California, 
and in addition to this, many thous- 
ands of hides are brought in from 
Mexico and sent East in carload lots. 

Los Angeles has only one tannery 
of any considerable importance. This 
concern does not tan cow hides, but 
turns out a beautiful quality of sheep- 
kin in carload lots, which is largely 
used by manufacturers in the East. 
It ie safe to say that much of this 
leather, made into various fancy ar- 
ticles, finds its way back to the stores 
of Los Angeles. Sheep and goat skins 
are largely used in the manufacture 
of shoes, and as Mexico furnishes

Union Tool Company to Manufac- 
ture Farm and Orchard Tractor at 
Big Torrance Plant. 
A new industry has just been 88. 
tablished at Torrance by the Union 
Tool Company, which is preparing to 
manufacture a powerful orchard and 
farm tractor. The new tractor has 
been christened the ‘Velvet-tread”’ 
because, it is announced, of the ease 
with which it moves about the rough- 
est plowed field.

Bankers from the principal cities 
ef the country a am ng to 
Be held in Washington on Monday to 
formulate a plan of action. 

The suggestion for a loan of 
$100,000,000 gold to England was 
made at a meeting today of repre- 
sentatives of the principal foreign ex- 
change houses. For the last two days 
Dusiness in foreign exchanges has 
been virtually suspended and it was 
Geemed essential to the financial in- 
terests of this country to devise some 
Plan of restoring equilibrium. 

GOLD SHIPMENTS. 

Tt was proposed to ship the gold

Beyond a temporary convulsion 
Perhaps in the wheat pit, the effect 
on prices was generally expected to 
be much more restrained than in the 
case of Austria's declaration against 
Servia. Fifty million bushels of 
wheat was said to be already under 
contract for shipment to Europe and 
unable to get away from United 
States ports. Even with immediate

was declared that an adequate outlet 
would still be lacking, as shipments 
would have to be confined as far as 
possible to neutral ports such as Am- 
sterdam and Rotterdam, or run the 
risks of delay and loss by blockades. 

George E. Marcy, president of the 
Armour Grain Company, 

“The declaration of war between 
Germany and Russia will not, in my 
opinion, have a great effect on the 
wheat market outside of possibly at 
the opening there may be some flurry 
one way or the other. As a matter 
of fact, at the present time war be- 
tween those two countries is not a 
bullish argument, for the.reason that 
there are large quantities of wheat 
at the seaboard, or moving to the sea- 
board, or ready to go to the seaboard 
from the country elevators and farm- 
ers, and under present conditions very 
little of this wheat can be safely load- 
ed. Therefore our export business will 
be ‘at a standstill temporarily until 
things are more settied. Some of this 
wheat which is intended to go for ex- 
port may be offered for sale in Amer- 
ican markets, and this in itself will 
prevent any high prices at the pres- 
ent time. 

“It is hoped that the United States 
government will move as promptly 
as possible and endeavor to provide 
laws under which some of the foreign 
vessels may be registered as United 
States bottom and in this manner 
provide ships sailing under the Amer- 
ican flag to take care of the quantity 
of wheat there is in the United States 
ready for export which can be sold 
at good figures and in this manner 
draw back in payment gold. The 
United States has this year upward 
of 300,000,000 bushels of wheat which 
they can spare for export, and it is 
for the benefit of the farmer, com- 
munity, banking interests and every- 
one to have this wheat go abroad, 
which it cannot do under present 
conditions.”

Germany's weg of war 
makes it absolutely imperative for 
Congress to immediately amend the 
American navigation laws 80 as to al- 
low foreign vessels to register and sail 
under the American flag.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The Exec- 
utive Committee of the National Cur- 
rency Association today considered ap- 
plications for a substantial amount of 
national bank notes to be issued un- 
der the provision of the currency act, 
All the machinery for quick action 
under this act is at hand and it is 
believed that a sufficient amount of 
these notes can be issued to meet any 
demands likely to be made for circu- 


lating media. It is said that large 
amounts of these notes are ready for 
distribution and it is expected that 
the notes for New York banks will 
be forwarded here and deposited in 
the subtreasury for immediate use. 

Under the terms o fthe law, na- 
tional banks are permitted to take, 
out additional bank notes up to an 
amount equal to capital and surplus 
of each bank, although there is a 
total limit of $500,000,000 upon this 
form of additional currency. 

Banks may deposit either commer- 
cial paper or securities with the Cur- 
rency Association Committee, which 
passes upon the character of collat- 
eral and which is also passed upon 
by representatives of the United States 
treasury. 

Commercial paper may be depos- 
ited for additional notes up to an 
amount equalling 30 per cent. of 
capital and surplus of a bank or the 
bank may deposit securities for such 
additional circulation as it may ob- 
tain.

France between the cities of Bayonne 
and Rochfort, has been submitted to 
several owners of beach-front prop- 
erty between Venice and Playa del 
Rey, and it is said to be probable 
that a test wall will be bullt in that 
district in time to anticipate the high 
tides of the coming winter. 

The chief feature of the Bennett- 
Rau sea wall, as it is described by the 
originators, is the convex curve of

This curve offers no obstacle 


waves when they reach the wall and 
causes them to ‘describe a circular 
movement, operating as a device to 
turn the wave impact against itself. 
Fronting the sea wall proper and ex- 
tending outward from the shore are 
a series of concrete projections known 
technically as Froins.““ These groins 
are twelve inches across the top sur- 
face and widen out on perpendicular 
lines from less than one inch on the 
shore side to two feet at the end 
which projects into the ocean. They 
are set about ten feet apart and ex- 
tend twenty or more feet into the 


‘| water. 


In the ‘spate between these groins 

a bed of concrete six inches thick is 
ald. and this forms a floor over the 
surface of the upper beach. The ac- 
tion of the waves in a short time 
causes these spaces to fill up with 
sand, thus providing a natural and 
smooth beach floor, To give this 
floor a permanence and solidity, heavy 
wood piles are placed under the groins 
at intervals of three feet. 

Provision is made in the Bennett- 
Rau plan for a broad esplanade run- 
ning parallel with the sea wall. Stairs 
at the end of each street give access 
to the beach, and a system of orna- 
mental electroliers provides illumina- 
tion.

Standard Prepares to Test 


Shenshi for Oil. 


Other Concerns Anxious to 
Get Foothold.

Soon the testing of the Shenshi 
province in China for oil by the 
Standard Oil Company under the 
arrangement effected with the Chi- 
nese government, will be well under 
way, and the celestial empire will, if 
a discovery is made, become the 
scene for a new oleaginous war. 

Already various interests are begin- 
ning to snap at the Standard’s heels, 
as the company lays its plans for 


conquest in the Far East. The Pe- 


king syndicate, a firm composed 
joinuy of English and Chinese inter- 
ests, Is understood to be investigating 
the Shenshi province, with a view to 
pressing claims for their rights, based 
on an old charter given an English 
firm to mine in the province many 
years ago. It is asserted by the Brit- 
ishers that this clause will support 
their claim, and they have taken &@ 
number of prominent Chinese into 
their confidence to assist in carrying 
out the political end of the project. 
Representatives of other companies 
are not behind-hand in getting into 
the field to secure their share in the 
district, in case a discovery of im- 
portance is madé. China is, of course, 
well situated for an international 
trade, and the discovery of oil would 
place the Standard in a position to 
cope in tremendously successful fash- 
ion with its great rival in the Far 
East, the Royal Dutch Shell combine. 
It is certain that the foreign inter- 
ests will bring every pressure to bear 
to restritt the operations of the

LOST HILLS. 


In the Lost Hills field development 
steddily continues.

OT DAUNTED BY 
THE REVOLUTION. 


‘Twenty-four wells, out of thirty- 
seven completed in Mexico during the 
first half of this year, came in with 
an ageregate initial production of 
176,000 barrels a day, or an average 
per well of close to 7000 barrels. 

Were the production to be main- 
tained at the rate indicated by these 
completions for any length of time, 
California's great output would be 
surpassed by that of the southern re- 
public. The néw wells just mentioned 
would alone supply about 70,000,000 
barrels of oil, and older ones could 
be made easily to vield enough to 
make up the remainder of a hundred- 
odd million barrels necessary to ex- 
ceed the record of this State. 

Nearly all the big wells which came 
in the first half of this year have been 
shut in to the utmost. The great 
Royal-Dutch-Shell gusher, Le Corona 
No. 5, which began producing early 
in the year over 100,000 barrels daily, 
and nearly as high as 200,000 berrels 
at times, has been checked, until it is 
doing only a little over 1000 barrels a 


day. 

The La Corona well ranks as the 
greatest which was brought in during 
the first six-months’ od. Other 
notable completions were the Nation- 
al On Company's No. 1 Chijol, whose 
initial output was 20,000 barrels; Free- 
port and Mexican Fuel Oil Corpora- 
tion’s No. 3 Zurita, which produced 
at the start 20,000 barrels daily; Mex- 
ican Eagle's No. 4 Los Naranjos, 10,- 
000 barrels daily; Vera Cruz Mexican 
Oil Syndicate’s No. 5 Peralsta, 5000 
barrels. 


Thirteen dry holes were drilled. The 
field which recorded the greatest 
number of completions and the larg- 
est wells was Panuco. The Mexican 
Eagle Company (Lord Cowdray’s) 
completed the most wells of any 
single company. The Roya)l-Dutch- 
Shell combine secured, however, the 
largest initial production of any single 
concern. 

Shipments of crude oil from Mex!i- 
can ports, as given by the Oil City 
Derrick, aggrecated 10,650,622 bar- 
rels, of which over 8,000,000 barrels 
were sent to the United States, nearly 
2,000,000 to various points in Mexico 
the remainder—approximately 
100,000 barrele—was divided between 
South America, ngland and Pan- 
ama.

THE CONSERVATIVE CHINESE. 


Fall to Understand How the Gov- 

ernment Can Be Run by the Peo- 

ple Without an Emperor. 

{New York World:] The peace 
loving nature of the Chinese and the 


indifference of the general Chinese 
population living away from the larg- 
er commercial cities is well fillus- 
trated by a story which K. H. Cheng, 
secretary of the Board of Communi- 
cations, relates. 

Last year the then Minister of Wer, 
Wang Sze Cheng, traveled into the in- 
terior to meet a certain general; he 
alighted at Shia Chia Chang, on the 
Hankow-Peking Ratiway, and took a 
cart to reach the appointed place. 

As they jogged quietly along the 
country road the driver broke the 
silence and inquired where his pas- 
senger came from. On learning it 
was from Peking, he followed this up 
by asking, “Where is the Emperor?” 

The Minister of War replied, “Oh, 
we now have a republic.” 

“But what ie the* meaning of a re- 
public?” 

“A republic means that the coun- 

verned by the people.” 
“But,” tnquired the driver, “how 
can the people govern? ney all have 
their own work to do.” 
The Minieter tried to explain; but 
the driver continued: “A country 
without an Emperor is like a shop 
without a bose and without business. 
It every one governs, then every one 
is like the Emperor and we have no 
one to look up to.” 
After considerable talk of this na- 
ture the Minister gave up in despair 
the task of explaining and said: 
“The Emperor is too young to rule; 
he is only a baby. and we have sent 
him away to be educated.” 

The cart driver persisted, and sald: 

“But why send him away? Before we 
had no trouble; now we have nothing 
but trouble.” 
Thie illustrates the attitude of the 
bulk of the Chinese people toward 
politics, and alsd their one desire to 
be let alone in peace.

as scientific and correct from an en- 
gineering standpoint as the plans for 
the government's largest reclamation 
projects in the West. 

Sir William, whose fame rests upon 
the building of the great Assouvan 
Dam, in Egypt, where he has turned 
the lands of the Pharoahs back to 
their original ‘ertility, has been re- 
cently engaged by the Turkish gov- 
ernment in recl 
opotamia. wuccess of the Eng- 
lish engineer in Egypt caused the 
Turkish government to loosen its 
purse strings to the extent of $75,- 
600,000, and the work is now un- 
der way in sections. The Engliah ir- 
rigation expert and his engineers have 
made a careful survey of Mesopo- 
tamia, and have discovered parts of 
an ancient system of irrigation so 
well preserved that some of the 
canals are to be used in the new 
project after the mud of centuries is 
taken out. 

It was while on this survey that 
Sir William found what he believes to 
be the location of the traditional gar- 
den of Eden, with full equipment 
of irrigation canals. He explained 
to the engineers of the reclamation 
service and other government officials 
that the Garden of Eden could not 


the irrigation system. 
The supposed location of the garden 
is surrounded by a wall or dike two 


feet high, with openings for the 
canals. The English engineer said 
that during high water in the 


rivers Euphrates and Tigris ‘he dike 
kept the water from flooding the gar- 
den and in the dry season the gates 
were open and the weter entered the 
canals. 

In this irrigation work in Mesopo- 
tamia Sir William will have to meet 
many problems similar to those which 
have been conquered by the govern- 
ment's engineers in the West, and the 
purpose. of his visit to this country ts 
to make a thoroughgoing investiga- 
tion of what Uncle Sam has done in 
his line of*engineering. While trav- 
eling over the western § irrigation 
projects this summer the distinguished 
English visitor will serve the United 
States Reclamation Service as con- 
sulting engineer whenever he is called 
upon for advice.

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A VOLCANO IN ACTION. 


Colima, the “Old Faithful of Cra- 
ters, Explodes Once a Year. and 
Usually Without Much Warning. 


{Montreal Herald and Star: It is 
singular how indifferent to a persist- 
ently threatened danger human beings 
an become. Harry H. Dunn tells of 
@ case in which a whole townful of 
people lie under the constant threat 
of extif®tion by a volcano. 

The roof of the little box-like hotel 
in Colima was freshly drenched with 
water in a vain effort to fight off some 
of September's heat. I think the 
were eighteen of us gathered there 
the cool, gray night. The almost 
silent town lay like a black and white 
checkerboard at our feet. 

Twenty miles away, across a val- 
ley still green with the rains of sum- 
mer, rose a conical mountain, almost 
solitary. Even by night it looked sin- 
ister; by day it was terrible. with its 

nm., lava-coated sides, ite gas- 
exuding cone shunned even by the 
vultures which haunted mountain and 
plain. It was the volcano of Colima, 
the “Old Faithful” of craters, which 
explodes regularly once a year-—and 
it was almost due for an exhibition. 

“He should begin soon.“ droned the 
hotel-keeper. “Maybe today, maybe 
tomorrow, maybe not for a week, but 
it is the middle of September, and it 
is his time.“ 

The old man had scarcely finished, 
when a bubble, black as night, crowd- 
ed itself owt of the broken end of the 
mountain ehich we knew was a pot 
br of molted one, twenty miles away.

{Chicago Journal:] If you should 
have occasion to address a letter to 
the Maharajah of Bikaner the proper 
form would be: Colonel His Highness 
Rai Rajeshwar Narendra Shiromani 
Sri Sir Ganga Singh Bahadur, Ma- 
harajah of Bikaner, Bikaner, Rajput- 
ena, India. If you like you may add 
to his name the magic letters G. C. I. 
B. K. G. 8. I., K. C. I. E. and A. D. 
C. (It there is room on the en- 
velope.) 

The Maharajah rules, with the as- 
sistance of British officials, over a 
country 22,000 square miles in ex- 
tent. Bikaner is in Rajputana, south 
of the Punjab, and has a population 
ef about 1,000,000. While the Ma- 
harajah is surrounded by grandeur 
and pomp, most of his subjects are 
desperately poor. They live chiefly 
by pasturage, breeding camels and 
horses that are famed throughout In- 
dia. The Maharajah’s army consists 
of 1097 men, of whom 371 are 
mounted on camels and 119 on horses. 

His Highness was born in 1860, and 
succeeded to the. throne at the age 
of 7, although he was not invested 
with full ruling powers until his 
eighteenth birthday. He served with 
the British army in China, in com- 
mand of the famous Bikaner Camel 
corps, for which he was decorated. 
He was also awarded a decoration 
tor his public service in India, fol- 
lowing the great famine of 1899- 
1990. The Maharajah is well edu- 
cated and a thorough sportsman. 
Polo, tennis and motoring, as well 
as big-game shooting, are among his 
recreations.

PROTECTS DEAD RICH MEN. 


Frederick H. Goff Tells What Should Be Done by Men Having Large and 
Small Fortunes to Care for Wives, Sons and Daughters. 
Pounds Remarkable Institution at Cleveland. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.] 


LEVELAND (0.) July 29.—A 

careful man, looking on spend- 

thrifts with contempt, can throw 
all of his money away after he is 
dead. This, in the language of Fred- 
erick H. Goff, is the squandering of 
a fortune by a hand that is in the 
tomb. Shrouds, then, do have pock- 
ets. | 

Mr. Goff is a great lawyer. His 
income, before he became a banker, 
go rumor runs in Cleveland, amount~ 
ed to $175,000 a year. Wealthy men 
and corporations, it is needless, per- 
haps, to say, were his clients. Million- 
aires and multi-millionaires, incidpnt- 
ally, had him write their wills. 

Now a will is an arbitrary instru- 
ment, so long as it is unbroken by 
the court. Its order must be obeyed, 
though conditions, persons and fami- 
lies change after the maker of it is 
in the grave. He would have done 
thus and so were he living, those who 
knew him,are sure, but he is dead, 
leaving behind him precise directions 
which cannot be invalidated. His 
property, accumulated by economy 
and labor, therefore, is often unwisely 
or unjustly spent. 

Neither in the law nor out of it is 
Mr. Goff a technical and unimagina- 
tive man. He thinks for himself and 
is scornful at times of pr ents, 
“Such is the common sense of this 
case, Chief Justice Marshall used to 
say. “Brother Story will quote the 
law as it is found in the books.” Mr. 
Goff belongs to the John Marshall 
type of constructive ploneers.

Mr. Goff saw 
the waste and thought out a plan 
which not only gives a rich man the 
assurance that his property will be 
used for the purpose he intends it 
shall be used but, come what may, 
that it will always be of the widest 
possible service to the community in 
which he lives.

It was a revolutionary conception 
of a prudently bold and original think- 
er. Furthermore, it perpetuates in 
living men the affectionate care, the 
forgiving spirit, the disciplinary atti- 
tude and the good judgment of the 
dead husband or father. Sons cannot 
pervert their patrimony. Daughters 
cannot be robbed by fortune hunters. 
Wives are protected against schemers 
and speculators... 

“While a lawyer, writing wills for 
men of large means,” Mr. Goff said to 
me, “I came to understand some mat- 
ters of great importance that I had 
never thought of before, except pro- 
fessionally. I began, for example, to 
get to the roots of the subject re- 
lating to the disposal of rich estates. 
Men were growing wealthy all about 
me and, dying, were distributing their 
property unscientifically, which means 
harmfully and inefficiently. 

“Fortunes gained by genius and 
honest effort were piled up, only to 
be misused after the death of those 
who possessed them. In this country, 
fortunately, the mind of a rich man 
does not go forward into posterity any 
further than his grandchildren, He 
desires to have his children live in the 
comfort to which they have been ac- 
cus med and he may be very fond 
of his grandchildren, but usually his 
affection stops with them. He has no 
family pride in the sense that he is 
vain. over name and desires to 
endow unborn generations who may 


bear it. 

“Making his will, he provides for 
his wife and children and possibly for 
his children’s children. In time he 
dies. Then many things, which he 
could not see, may happen. Promot- 
ers may impoverish his wife. Good 
friends, who likely enough, are good 
but feeble and impractical men, may 
give her foolish advice. Or she may 
think she has an able business head 
of her own. Anyway, she loses her 
property. An aged woman reduced to 
poverty after having lived in comfort, 
is one of the saddest sights that can 
be imagined. I have known many 
such women. I have seen them 
turned from affluence into actual beg- 
gary 


‘THE WRECK OF A FAMILY. 


“And the rich man’s daughter may 
marry a man who squanders her in- 
heritance in evil ways of living or by 
engaging in some sort of business that 
was foredoomed to failure. So the 
daughter joins her mother in the des- 
titution that has overtaken the female 
of the family. : 
“Also this man left sons. Each, un- 
der the will, is paid his share of the 
estate. Perhaps the sons are young, 
with unformed characters. Getting 
thelr property, they spend it wildly. 
Idlers at first, they become drunkards. 
e whole family is i.nancially 
wrecked and part of it is wrecked 
morally. 

“The father was a strong character. 
He was wise in counsel and was 
feared and respected, by his competi- 
tors. Doubtless he supposed that his 
‘sons would be like their father. 
Sagacious in all things else, he was 
weak and sh ted, the world says 
afterwards, when he prepared his 
will—and signed it. 
“Now this strong character like- 
making provision for his family, giv- 
ing to each member enough on which 
to live indefinitely, he made a hand- 
some bequest, let us say, to an orphan 
asylum. But that money, too, by the 
march of events was w 

“I know a wealthy man who en’ 
riched his daughters by his will and 
then bestowed the remainder of his 
estate on four hespitals—giving it to 
them in perpetuity. Now hospitals 
are a great blassing in any commu- 
nity, but they are human institutions 
and subject to the same mutations as 
humanity. One of the hospitals of 
which I am speaking, as I know, will 
eventually be abundantly provided for 
By the wills of two of the richest men 


in the United States. Over-endow- 
ment, obviously. is waste. The fu- 
ture of the other three h is -in 


doubt. One of them, at least, if it were 
to burn down, would not be rebuilt. 
But part of the money goes directly, 
and forever, you understand, to that 
particular institution. 
DEAD HAND WASTES MONEY. 
“This, as I term it, is the manage- 
ment of an estate by a dead hand. 
Men die and the whole face of things 
ehanges after they are gone. A Cuban 
or Panaman might have left $5,000,- 
900 for building and maintaining a 
hospital for the treatment of yellow 
fever patients only, never dreaming: 
that science would find the mosquito 
that caused the spread of tHe disease 
and would destroy the mosquito. 
Here again would have been waste 
and mismanagement by a dead hand. 
“The incongruity and folly of des- 
potically saying exactly what shall be 
done with one’s accumulations after 
one’s death are apparent to all who 
give the question intelligent examina- 
tion. I saw that property gained by 
toil, self-sacrifice and ability. in many 
cases, was being frittered away— 
Property, too, that was intended for 
the use of the public. We were con- 
serving coal, tron and lumber and let- 
ting accumulated wealth, the finished 
product of labor, zeal and talent. 
drain away to no good purpose. The 
evil hurts the beneficiaries and society 
in general. 
“Every one knows that turning 
money over to an idle and intemper- 
ate son is only to push him deeper 
into degradation. Giving it to women 
who cannot take care of it brings 
them woe and wretchedness. And all 
the time the husband and father of 
euch unfortunate persons meant to be 
thoughtful, prudent and generous. 
Even the residuum of his estate, as I 
have shown, is frequently unwisely 
expended on charities which are obso- 
lete or not needed. So, as it will be 
geen, both the beneficiaries and the 
public are injured. 
“Again take the case of another 
man who sets aside definite amounts 
for the members of his family. He 
gives his sons, his daughters and his 
wife fixed annutties or the income 
from specified sums placed in trust. 
He believes he has eliminated all

his affection, reduce the allowance of 
one and increase the allowance of the 
other. But he is in his grave and the 
last word from him is found written 
in his un and testament. In such 
an instance as this, one of the 
beneficiaries suffers. 

“As to the sons, one of them was a 
Grunkard. The father cut him off 
entirely or with only a small sum. 
Everyone at the time praised the 
father’s good sense and strength of 
character. But the son, coming to 
himself, changes the plan of his life 
and turns out to be a sober. useful 
and successful man. The will, how- 
ever, reads exactly as it did when he 
was a sordid vagabond and a human 
failure. 

“The second son, a joy to his 
father, may meet with business re- 
verses. Fifty thousand dollars from 
the principal of the family estate 
might permit him to ride out the 
storm that has overtaken him. He is 
a good man and an able man, but a 
voice from the tomb denies him as- 
sistance. Here two beneficiaries of 
the will are injured. 

“Tragedies like these, coming 
my own notice, set me to thinking as 
I have said, about the disposal of 
property by men of wealth. The dead 
hand, I saw, should be lifted from 
all matters of the present. 1 wrote 
wills, when I could, which gave trus- 
tees more freedom in the manage- 
ment of property placed in their cus- 
tody—to use the principal, if neces- 
sary, for the well being of the family; 
to protect wives and d@mgnters when 
necessary: to deal stly with sons 
who proved themselves worthy; to 
restrain sons who were unfit to han- 
dle their inheritance. 


TRIED TO MAKE WILLIS ‘HUMAN. 
“In short. I endeavored to write 
wills which, tn the persons of the 
trustees, would continue the counsel 


and conduct of the men making 
them. I sought to humanize such 
documents, to prevent waste: to say 
to a young fellow drawing %$5000 a 
vear: Tou will be reduced to $50 a 
month or less— 0 to work, quit 
drinking, be serious, and, having 
shown your manhood, you will be 
justiy treated.’ 

“On being elected president of a 
trust company, I brought my ideas 
into mv new relations. I saw, how- 
ever, that while the board of direc 
tors of a bank, meeting around a 
mahogany table, might be competent 
to deal with persons and families, 
that they would hardly take the 
broad view required in the disposal 
of the residuum of an estate set aside 
for public purposes. They are too 
much alike; you understand, in their 
opinions and prejudices. 

“Now, I have had my own con- 
tests. as a lawyer representing large 
interests, with the people. Experi- 
ence has proved to me that the peo- 
ple were as often in the right as I 
was. Therefore, I have learned to re- 
spect the plain people. among whom 
T wee born and to whom I belong by 
tradition. 
|. “As IT worked out my idea for the 
conservation of wealth, IT saw that it 
would not d to omit the people 
from the plan I honed to carry out 
in one form or another. The direc- 
tors of the bank could properly ad- 
minister the affairs of an estate, but 
the revenues intended for public 
vees should be apportioned, it seemed 
to me, by a more representative 
agency. 

“There came into my life, as the 
idea grew, the thoucht of a perma- 
nent foundation, the property and 
funds of which should be managed by 
the bank’s directors and the income 
of which should be spent by a com- 
mittee actine for the bank and the 
public. If that were done, I believe, 
all charities, educational enterprises 
and civic needs would be judeed on 
their merits. That. in the rough, i« 
the genesis, as well as the obſect of 
what le now known as the Cleveland 
Foundation. 

FLEDGES FOR $30,000,000. 

“T called in and counseled with a 
large number of men—manufactur- 
ers, merchants, bankers, editors, up- 
lifters, reformers, labor leaders and 
so on. They all agreed that the 
scheme was sound and workable. 
Wealthy men were enthusiastic. They 
saw a safe and rational way of dis- 
posing of the property they pur 
to leave for the benefit of the public. 
A century hence,’ I said, privately,

STRIKES AND STRIKERS _ 
OF THIS UNEASY WORLD. 


HE street railway system of St. 
To. N. B., is put out of busi- 
ness by a strike of the motormen 
and conductors. They quit work as 
a protest against the dismissal of a 


conductor for alleged breach of agreed 
rules. 

Give Villa credit for knowing how 
to deal with the I. W. W. “Get! and if 
you come back you'll be shot.” That 
may not be evidence of high civiliza- 
tion, but it is effective, and just as 
these anarchist-disturbers, these mas- 
ters of sabotage, should be treated. 

The striking bricklayers of Albany, 
N. ., have gone back to work on 
orders from the international union, 
pending arbitration. Both sides are 
well pleaged with this turn in affairs.

Six thousand men of the New York 
Inside Ironworkers’ Union have gone 
on strike for a new wage scale a 
new working conditions. The speci 
demands are a nine-hour work day, 
five days in the week and a five-hour 
work day on Saturdays, a minimum 
wage of $20 a week for finishers, $16 
for helpers, and $12 a week for ap- 
prentices, a union agreement and 
sanitary shops. If there is anything 
more these men want it is a pity (7) 
they forgot to put it in. 

Joseph Ettor, the LW.W. agitator 
of violence and blood and murder 
(poisoned food by New York waiters, ) 
has found congenial company in the 
person of Cole Blease, mis-Governor 
of South Carolina, the State in which, 
for the first time, I.W.W. strike agi- 
tation in the cotton mills is now 
rampant. 

It is very much feared that the ef-

To this (Federal 
arbitration,) the men are very much 
adverse, even though the road offi- 
cials unqualifiedly offer a guaranty 
| that the award of the arbitration 
board will be obeyed by the roads. 
The railroad officials have also given 
the engineers and firemen full au- 
thority to say what the guaranty shall 
be. If, after these great concessions, 
the men strike, and thus injure the 
country’s already legisiatively-injured 
business, their action will really be 
criminal and as such will be bitterly 
resented by the general public. It's 
as true now as evér it was that a 
strike without public sympathy behind 
it is worse than useless. 

In Toledo the 1.W.W. is interfering 
with the Salvation Army in its meet- 
ings. Anything that is good invites 
attack from that anarchistic mob. 

Several weeks ago the I. W. W.“, bet- 
ter known as the I-Won't- Workers,“ 
invaded Greenville, 8. C., and at- 
tempted to get the mill operatives of 
that section to join their nefarious 
organization.

San Juan Capistrano to Elsinore Road to Be Repaired 
Soon for Benefit of Autoists Who Visit Southern Cali- 
fornia During Exposition Year, According to Mem- 


bers of Overland Party.

California history zhe padres built 

a mountain road through scenic 
San Juan Canyon. This same road, 
in 1915, is to be one of the well- 
traveled highways of Orange county. 

Mission San Juan Capistrano was 
founded in 1777; but Mission Viejo, 
six miles up San Juan Canyon from 
Capistrano, was built previous to that 
date. The San Juan Canyon road, be- 
tween Mission Viejo and San Juan 
Hot Springs, was used extensively by 
the fathers and their oxteams before 
the days of the Revolutionary War. 

When the fathers were gaining a 
foothold with the Indians and Mission 
Viejo was being enlarged, Spanish 
sallors made enemies of the Indians 
and an attack on Mission Viejo fol- 
lowed. The fathers made a hasty re- 
treat down the canyon to the present 
site of Capistrano and a mission was 
founded at that place soon after. 

BELL LOST. 

CapistranD was the most pretentious 
of all the California missions, and at 
one time there were more than 1000 
Indians behind its walls, being in- 
structed by the fathers. Mission Viejo 
fell into ruins. The great bell, which 
had been brought over from Spain, 
disappeared. The walls erumbled 
away and all that is left today is an 
adobe mound studded with rocks, 

For more than a century, the road 
built by the padres has been trav- 
eled. For many years, San Juan Capi- 
strano Hot Springs have attracted 


THE earliest of Southern 


Visitors from various sections of 
Southern California. 

Last year a road was bullt from the 
hot springs, through Slever's Canyon 
to Elsinore. The building of this 
road was an engineering feat and the 
mountain highway is one of the most 
scenic on the Pacific Coast. 

SCENIC WONDERS, 

From the schoolhouse at San Juan 
Capistrano, the road runs up the can- 
yon. Passing the rujns of Father 
Quetu’s home, which" was struck by 
lightning and burned to the ground, 
the old cemetery and,a number of 
fine walnut ranches, the highway en- 
ters the vast 250,000-acre O'Neil 
ranch. 

The scenery of the O’Neil ranch is 
wild. The ruin of Mission Viejo tis 
in the flats. On either side, the 
rugged hills present steep sides cov- 
ered with heavy growth. 

This is a great deer country. In 
fact, the deer are too plentiful on the 
O'Neil ranch. The range is divided 
with a fence running up the canyon. 
It ig the custom to run the cattle on 
one half of the range until the tick 
is killed off'on the other, and then, 
after the cattle are dipped, they are 
turned into the tickless range. 

With the range full of deer, the 
tick is carried throughout the ranges 

as the bucks and does clear the high 
with no difficulty. 

After crossing San Juan Creek sev- 
eral times, the road winds around 
the mountain side anu finally drops 
down to Ban Juan Hot Springs. A 
short distance up the south fork of 
the San Juan Canyon is the old Siever
